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Budget survey ‘asks 
leading questions’ 


“LEADING” questions are 
being asked of residents in a 
budget consultation survey, 
according to councillors. 

Cllrs Tony Brown, Maureen 
Byrne and Gordon Cox, who 
represent Haverhill, joined 
colleagues from the non¬ 
majority parties on St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, to discuss their own 
savings ideas. 

A budget consultation sur¬ 
vey, which expires on Friday, 
suggests a number of poten¬ 
tial savings for the financial 
year 2015/16 - but also asks 
several “leading” questions of 
residents which do not give 
room for comments, say 
councillors. 

The consultation was 
launched on luly 21 by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 

Cllr Byrne, deputy mayor of 
Haverhill, has particularly 
criticised survey questions 
which relate to people’s jobs. 

In one, the survey asks if 
staff at the bus station in Bury 
St Edmunds should be 
“removed” to save more than 
£ 122 , 000 . 

In another, it asks whether 
or not the council should con¬ 
sider using more volunteers in 
parks, open spaces and muse¬ 
ums instead of paid employ- 
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ees. 

She said: “It is totally unac¬ 
ceptable to ask volunteers to 
provide the work currently 
being performed by employ¬ 
ees. 

“The employees will have 
members of the public decide 
who is employed, and may 
well suggest volunteers if they 
think their precept will not be 
increased if such savings are 
made.” 

The “top of the organisa¬ 
tion” could be looked at for 
changes, Cllr Byrne added, 
and money could be saved by 
using former mayors and dep¬ 
uties for duties, if needed, 
instead of having a deputy 
borough mayor. 

Haverhill resident lohn 
Burns said there was not 
enough space for residents to 
comment on the questions. 

Some of the points were so 
“biased”, he said, that a yes or 
no answer was not appropri¬ 
ate. 

In an open letter to the 
council, he said: “The actual 
questions themselves are so 
misleading and biased that I 
feel on many of them I want to 
put comments suggesting 


complete alternatives rather 
than a simple yes/no/not sure 
answer.” 

Cllr Brown also criticised 
the “leading questions” asked 
by the survey. 

“It is trying to get you to go 
down certain avenues,” he 
said. 

“I didn’t like the way the 
public were being asked if 
these people are going to keep 
their jobs - it’s like The X 
Factor.” 

Cllr Brown suggested money 
could be saved by looking at 
bin collections. He said get¬ 
ting rid of brown bins, used 
for compostable waste, across 
the borough would be benefi¬ 
cial. 

This waste should instead be 
put in black bins, currently 
used for household waste, and 
put towards Suffolk County 
Council’s “energy from waste” 
programme. 

The move would actually 
make money, Cllr Brown 
added, not lose it. 

Cllr lohn Griffiths, leader of 
the borough council, reas¬ 
sured residents that no deci¬ 
sions have yet been made. 

He said: “Our budget con¬ 
sultation is inviting com¬ 
ments on a number of sugges-

Mr Finn was yesterday 
charged with one count of 
fraud by abuse of 
position, relating to 
offences allegedly 
committed between lune 
2007 and March 2014. 

It is alleged that he 
dishonestly gained more 
than £13,000 from St Mary 
the Virgin church, on the 
town’s Mill Road. 

John Howard, 
spokesman for the 
Church of England in 
Suffolk, said: “This matter 
is with Suffolk 
Constabulary and the 
courts and it is therefore 
inappropriate to 
comment at this stage.”

Over 120 take part 
in GP merger survey 


A DOCTOR has said he cannot “sin¬ 
gle-handedly” continue to care for 
patients as the only partner in his 
practice. 

Dr Bamidele Sule, partner at 
Stourview Medical Centre, has praised 
patients who have so far completed a 
survey regarding his practice merging 
with Dr Selby and Partners. 

There are just 10 days left for patients 
to share their views. 

Combining the Haverhill surgeries 
would create one larger practice, with 
a new name, and deliver more health 
services to patients. 

Since the survey was launched in 
July, more than 120 patients across 
both practices have taken part to 
share their views on the proposal. 

Both negative and positive respons¬ 
es have been received from those 
affected by the merger. 

A main concern is the impact this 
could have on appointment waiting 
times - as well as the potential for 
patients to see an individual doctor. 

Dr Sule said it is “important” for the 
merger to go ahead so patients can 
receive the correct standard of care. 
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“It is pleasing that so many patients 
have taken the time to give their views 
on the merger plans,” he said. 

“It is understandable that Stourview 
patients have concerns about the 
changes. However, I cannot single- 
handedly continute to provide the 
safe, high quality care that my patients 
deserve, which is why it is important 
that the merger goes ahead.” 

Other patients have welcomed the 
change, saying that the merger will 
not affect them or their families - and 
will bring improved services to the 
town to boot. 

It has not yet been decided whether 
or not the new surgery will run from 
one premises or continute to operate 
from the two current surgery build¬ 
ings. 

Dr Neville Selby, partner at Dr Selby 
and Partners, added: “Every piece of 
feedback given by our patients will be 
used constructively so that we can 
make the merger as seamless and 
straightforward as possible. 


“Of course, patients are concerned 
about how their GP service might look 
in the future, but this merger will 
deliver real and positive benefits to 
healthcare provision in Haverhill.” 

Dr Sule appeared at the last full 
meeting of Haverhill Town Council to 
answer questions from residents and 
councillors alike. 

There are 14,000 patients across the 
two surgeries, he said, and the merger 
would be “the best option” for all of 
them. 

After being independently assessed, 
the survey results will play a key part 
in the merger. 

Responses must be in by 5pm on 
August 31.

Fish spotted in brook after 
Anglian Water pollution 


FISH have been spotted in 
the Stour Brook - only 
weeks after the entire popu¬ 
lation was killed by pollu¬ 
tion. 

The Environment Agency 
has confirmed that the 
water quality returned to 
normal “fairly quickly” 
after a problem at the 
Anglian Water Recycling 
Centre in Haverhill around 
August 5. 

This led to sewage enter¬ 


ing the brook. 

Fish have since been spot¬ 
ted in the river, but the 
effect on the fish population 
is still being investigated. 

The principle of ‘polluter 
pays’ will be applied, the 
agency has said, if there is a 
need to restock the river. 

An Anglian Water spokes¬ 
man said the company will 
follow the agency’s guid¬ 
ance on action for the brook, 
if needed.

Man headbutted 
after ‘rap battle’ 


A BEATBOXING battle 
between two groups led to a 
man being headbutted, a 
court has heard. 

Daniel Coltman, of Colbeck 
Road, Haverhill, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday after pleading guilty 
to assault causing actual 
bodily harm. 

Coltman, 26, was out with a 
group of friends in Haverhill 
town centre on lanuary 17 
when they encountered 
another group. 

The two groups engaged in 
a “rap battle” and traded 
“good-humoured” insults 
with each other from oppo¬ 
site sides of the road, the 
court heard, before moving 
on. 

Later that night, Coltman 
was walking home when a 
verbal rap battle between 
himself and Alex Rusby, 
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whom he had never met, 
started. 

Hugh Vass, prosecuting, 
told the court that the pair 
ended up face to face, and 
Coltman delivered a head¬ 
butt. 

The victim was treated at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital, Mr 
Vass said, and was told by 
doctors he may be left with 
some permanent markings to 
his face. 

The court heard that after 
the incident Coltman stayed 
with Mr Rusby to make sure 
he was OK. 

In a police statement, the 
26-year-old said he was “con¬ 
cerned” that Mr Rusby was 
continuing with the rap bat¬ 
tle, even though he had asked 
him to stop. 


He added: “I didn’t know 
what else he would do. I 
accept that what I did was not 
proportionate in the circum¬ 
stances.” 

Lawrence Bruce, mitigat¬ 
ing, also said that Coltman 
expressed “sincere and 
extensive remorse” for what 
he had done. 

Judge Rupert Overbury 
ordered Coltman, who had 
no previous convictions, to 
pay £1,000 compensation to 
Mr Rusby. 

He will also have to pay 
£500 prosecution costs and 
complete 200 hours of unpaid 
work in the community, as 
part of a 12 month commu¬ 
nity order imposed by the 
court. 

Judge Overbury said: “This 
was a reckless assault. You 
simply misjudged the situa¬ 
tion.”

The full inquest is 
set for lanuary 8.

Consultation questions 
misleading and biased 

OPEN LETTER TO ST 
EDMUNDSBURY BOROUGH 
COUNCIL 

PLEASE note your budget 
consultation survey has not 
worked for at least three days in 
any browser (I have tried five 
different types on four different 
computers) from page 2 onwards 
as none of the radio buttons appear 
allowing any sort of selection. 

The initial text box on page 1 for 
the postcode does allow entry. This 
therefore invalidates the survey if 
you end up closing it on August 21, 
2014 as planned as not all residents 
will have been able to respond 
especially as it currently appears 
as the lead story in the Haverhill 
Weekly News online site 
encouraging residents to complete. 
I would strongly recommend you 
revisit this survey if ever you want 
to rely on it for making budget 
decisions. 

At the same time the actual 
questions themselves are so 
misleading and biased that I feel 
on many of them I want to put 
comments suggesting complete 
alternatives rather than a simple 
yes/no/not sure answer. For 
example, question 2 implies that 
the decision will be made by a 
council employee whether a 
damaged or lost bin was “caused 
by the resident”. Unless the 
resident answered with anything 
other than “I don’t know what 
happened to it” I cannot see how 
the council could ever prove this 
beyond reasonable doubt because 
bins are not in the residents’ 
possession at all times as it is a 
condition of collection that they 
are placed by the roadside on 
collection day which is actual 
council (whether SCC or SEBC) 
property and therefore 
responsibility. What should be 
questioned is what happens when 
a second or subsequent bin is 
damaged or lost by the same 
resident in similar circumstances 
but then I would question the 
benefit of doing so in monitoring 
and managing this process. The 
amount of money potentially being 
saved is minuscule compared to 
what could be achieved in other 
areas such as ensuring recycled 
waste lorries tip at the most 
convenient site to the collection 
points and not just one central one 
based on some contract drawn up 
by the council in earlier times. 

In addition, and as a side 
question, I would like to know why 
it was felt necessary to post me the 
same A3 questionnaire asking me 
to complete and return by FreePost 


considering I am on your database 
with a perfectly valid email 
address which other departments 
in SEBC use without problems. 
Based on the sending, returning 
and processing costs this would 
equate to at least £1 per resident. I 
have no idea how many other 
residents were sent this to 
complete across the borough but I 
would be asking my own 
department whether it could save 
money in the first instance by 
considering what it actually is 
doing by unnecessarily spending 
taxpayers’ money.

Duncan battles 
wind and rain 
to raise £1,200

A CYCLIST who pedalled more than 
80 miles in hurricane-strength 
winds, has raised more than £1,000 
for a cancer charity. 

Duncan Thomas took part in the 
RideLondon-Surrey 100, and is rais¬ 
ing money for Children with Cancer 
UK. 

But when he signed up, he was not 
expecting to be faced with torrential 
rain and biting winds in August. 

Riders had to battle with Hurricane 
Bertha as it swept the UK- and shaved 
14 miles off their 100-mile route. 

Organisers cut out part of the route, 
due to the bad weather. 

Duncan, 53, completed the ride, 
which took place on August 10, in four 
hours and 23 minutes. 

He said: “It was a great day and I 
really enjoyed it. 

“The best thing about it was that I 
got around £1,200 for the charity. 

“The public’s response was fantastic 
- when I set out to do it I thought ‘if I 
raise £500 that would be all right’.” 

Duncan, of Trinity Link, Haverhill, 
told that the first 50 miles were the 
worst - with the wind and rain blow¬ 
ing in his direction. 

The weather was not cold, he said, 
so it could have been worse. 

“The young people that are laid up 
in hospital with cancer would give an 
arm and a leg to be out there in the 
rain,” Duncan said. 

“What they wouldn’t give to be out 
there cycling helped to give me a per¬ 
spective - we are the lucky people.” 

Duncan, who works at International 
Flavours and Fragrances in Haverhill, 
has already entered the ballot for next 
year’s event. 

It opened on Monday. 

If accepted, he hopes to raise money 
for a local charity and help the public. 

He added: “I would like to do some¬ 
thing for one of the charities in 
Haverhill so the local people and the 
town can benefit.” 

The ballot will be revealed in 
February next year. 


Duncan also took part in the same 
event last year, for Breast Cancer 
Care. He raised £800.

Havebury to consult community 
before garages are demolished 


SEVENTEEN garages 
will be demolished to 
make way for affordable 
housing - but the 
public’s concerns will be 
addressed first. 

Planning permission to 
knock down garages in 
Cambridge Way, 
Haverhill, was granted 
at a committee meeting 
earlier this month. 

But housing provider 
Havebury Housing 
Partnership has said 
that there is “work to do 
with the local 
community” before 
construction can begin. 

The plan, for six 


affordable homes, forms 
part of the provider’s 
Affordable Homes 
Programme for 2015- 
2018. 

Paul Edwards, director 
of resources at 
Havebury, said: “We are 
pleased that permission 
has been granted for 
our plans to provide 
new homes for people 
in need, and are aware 
that we have some work 
to do with the local 
community in terms of 
addressing their 
concerns during the 
construction phase.” 

He added: “We will 


ensure we continue to 
keep all those affected 
by this deveolpment 
informed of our 
progress.” 

At a meeting in July, 
councillors ruled they 
were “minded to refuse” 
the application - but it 
was then approved on 
August 7 with only a 
handful voting against 
it. 

Concerns about 
parking were previously 
expressed by councillors 
- with some worried 
about the precedent this 
would set for further 
housing in the town.

New record system tor hospital 

A MULTI-million pound system will be 
installed at West Suffolk Hospital. 

The electronic patient record (EPR) project 
will enable staff to have instant access to 
real-time digital records. 

This initiative will improve safety, prevent 
duplication and reduce costs. 

All available information about each patient 
will be brought into one place, and remove 
the need for paper records. 

More than £17 million is to be invested in 
the project over the next 10 years. 

It is expected to make savings of £22.4 
million in the same time period.

Cheryl scales new heights in bid 
to make a difference to the world

Since losing her husband Pete - better known to many as Dennis of 
Grunty Fen - to cancer, Cheryl Sayers has gone to extremes to raise 
both cash and awareness for Addenbrooke’s Charitable Trust. Her latest 
challenge? To climb the globe’s highest volcano, writes Lydia Fallon 


T O say Cheryl Sayers has a determined 
streak would be a colossal 
understatement. From scaling the world's 
highest mountains to competing in 
triathlons against people nearly half her age, the 
grandmother-of-four has a back catalogue 
packed full of truly inspiring achievements. 

“It’s just normal for me,” she says with a twinkle 
in her eye. “People say to me ‘what possessed 
you?’ but I just want to show people that you can 
do anything you put your mind to. If you have an 
adventurous spirit, keep fit and look after 
yourself, you can do exactly what you 
set out to do.” 

Cheryl’s latest challenge is the 
most breathtaking of the lot. On 
November 15, she will begin a a 4$ 

trek to become the first ^ | r 

British woman to climb Ojos 
del Salado in Chile - the 
world’s highest volcano at a 
huge 6,893m. Having 
summited Mount 
Kilimanjaro in 2006 and 
climbed the volcano 
Licancabur in the Atacama 
Desert in 2008, the yoga 
teacher is no stranger to jaw- 
dropping heights, but this one 
really ups the ante. “It’s my biggest 
challenge to date and definitely the 
highest,” she smiles. “Although no one believes 
me, this challenge is going to be my last really big 
one. So I wanted to make it my hardest one yet 
and raise as much money as I possibly can.” 

She adds, laughing: “I’m going with some other 
women too, but want to get there first. When I get 
to the top I’ll do a gentle nudge and pretend it’s the 
wind!” 

The death-defying trek will take two weeks and 
along the way Cheryl, who’s in her 60s, will face 



plummeting temperatures, extreme altitude and 
the small issue of an active volcano. Even for a 
seasoned adventurer, it’s a terrifying prospect. 

“I’ve been suitably terrorised by various things 
I’ve read: like people dying at the ‘death zone’ 
which is 21,000 feet up and I’ll be at 23,000, nearly 
24!” Cheryl chuckles nervously. 

“I don’t sleep very well at altitude because of the 
lack of oxygen and I will probably go through 
entire nights and days without sleeping. It will be 
very windy and so cold I’ll have to wear double 
boots, that’s a boot within a boot. I’m not 
: looking forward to that!”

Hi jL been training), is embarking on 
the epic challenge to fundraise 
forACT (Addenbrooke’s 
Charitable Trust), and aims to 
raise £5,000 for the charity’s 
Act on Cancer campaign. 

Having lost her beloved 
husband Pete to the disease, it 
is, she says, a cause incredibly 
close to her heart. “The 
Addenbrooke’s oncology 
department is incredible; they are 
wonderful to their patients and 
_ “ J could not have done more for Pete to try 
and turn his illness around,” she says. 
“When I was there at the unit with him, I was 
touched deeply by the journey people who have 
cancer go through, and I want to do all I can to 
help raise money and awareness. 

“While we have our health we have options, we 
can be proactive and try and make the world a 
better place. People that are fighting cancer have 
very few choices. I want to push myself to the 
limits not because I have to but because I can, and 
in doing so help those that are fighting their own

battles every day.” 

Better known to many as his alter-ego 
Dennis of Grunty Fen, Pete Sayers was a 
singer, songwriter and comedian, whose 
down to earth banter entertained Radio 
Cambridgeshire listeners for 17 years. He 
married Cheryl, his second wife, in 2004 after 
the pair met at one of Cheryl’s yoga classes 
decades earlier. Pete lost his battle to 
prostate cancer just a year after the wedding. 

“Pete was diagnosed with cancer in 2000. 

He didn’t get the proper diagnosis at first, so 
he spent a whole year being ill, but he 
never complained. Once they 
found out what it actually was it 
had had time to spread and 
unfortunately it just got out of 
hand,” Cheryl remembers. 

The couple were told it was 
terminal and Pete was given 
just three months to live. 

He amazingly battled the 
disease for five years, 
spending his final moments 
travelling the world with 
Cheryl. “He had such a 
powerful spirit,” says Cheryl 
fondly. “He stayed strong through 
his beliefs, his music and his friends; 
they were wonderful and really kept his 
spirits up. I think if you have something you 
enjoy doing, like Pete with his music, then it 
helps you to live life more. 

“Pete was a spiritual man and he loved the 
earth, he really connected with the land and 
it kept him going. He had a lot to live for; we 
should all have a lot to live for.” 

It must have been heartbreaking to see the 
man she loved experiencing such pain? “His 
strength kept me strong,” says Cheryl simply. 

Pete succumbed to the disease in 2005; 
Cheryl was heartbroken but from that day 
vowed to raise as much money as she 
possibly could in his memory. “Pete is a great 
loss, but his spirit lives on. His death made 
me want to do something for the world, in 
whatever way, rather than just being. I 
wanted to make a difference. He did, that 
was always his philosophy.” 

And Cheryl has certainly done that. In the 
nine years since Pete’s death she has pushed 
her body to its limits, raising thousands of 
pounds in the process. From cycling 160 
miles across Israel to, most recently, 
competing in the London Triathlon, where 
she finished second in her age group, she’s 
certainly not one for putting her feet up. “It’s 
probably because there weren’t many people 
my age silly enough to do it,” she laughs, 
adding, “I like to push myself to my limits to 
find out what we humans are capable of, and 
what we women are capable of. You 
have a lot of TV series with men 
and their challenges, doing incredible things. 
But I want to do it for the ladies and show if 


you are strong-willed, it doesn’t matter how 
old you are.” 

Her fundraising has also been a source of 
comfort in the darkest of times. “You never 
get over the loss but it’s important you turn it 
into something positive and live your life,” 
she says. 

“When you’re doing treks or challenges and 
you know you’re not just doing it for yourself, 
it gives you extra momentum: you know the 
pain is worth it. You’re doing it for a cause 
and for a reason. 

“When I was climbing Kilimanjaro I 
felt like giving up, but then I 
realised I had a choice to 
continue and people who are 
ill don’t have a choice. I knew 
then I had to carry on. Other 
people were sitting on the 
side of the mountain, but I 
kept going. When I realised 
I had a choice, my choice 
was to carry on and make it 
to the summit.” 

How did it feel when she 
finally reached the top? “It was 
incredible,” she enthuses. “It is 
just such an addictive feeling; it 
shows you can do anything you put 
your mind to.” 

Cheryl’s thirst for adventure has been 
lifelong. She grew up near Table Mountain in 
South Africa and spent a childhood 
immersed in the great outdoors. 

“We could hear the leopards barking on the 
mountain at night,” she remembers fondly. 

“My dad was in the Light Horse Brigade in 
India at the time of the Second World War 
and was a great adventurer; he’d take my 
brother and me out swimming and climbing 
and he instilled that love of the land in me 
and my children.” 

Cheryl intends to make Ojos del Salado her 
last big adventure, but certainly has no plans 
to slow down just yet. “I’m always looking for 
my next challenge,” she smiles. “I can’t 
imagine ever slowing down; it’s not in my 
genes! 

“I love life and I love being a human 
being.” 

Next year it will be 10 years since Pete’s 
death, but Cheryl says she still misses him 
every single day. “I miss his presence and his 
music; every day he played the guitar and I 
miss that so much. It’s been nearly 10 years 
but it feels like a day. It was such a special 
relationship; any time with him was a 
blessing. 

“His spirit never dies; if you’re a powerful 
person and do things for the world, your 
spirit will live on forever.” 

As she prepares to embark on the biggest 
challenge of her life, what does Cheryl think 
would be Pete’s words of encouragement? 

“Do it girl!”

Still time to have 
a say on budget

RESIDENTS have one more 
day to suggest money-saving 
ideas for the next financial 
year. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council needs to make £1.5 
million of savings in 2015/16 
- and is looking to the public 
for suggestions to meet the 
target. 

Cllr John Griffiths, pictured, 
leader of St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, said the 
local authority has already 
saved £3.5 million by com¬ 
bining services with Forest 
Heath District Council. 

But there is much more to be 
done, he said, in a bid to keep 
council tax down. 

“There will be less money 
available to St Edmundsbury 
next year, and we still need to 
reduce our budget for 
2015/126 by a further £1.5 
million,” the council leader 



said. 

“None of us wish to see our 
valued services disappear, or 
compromise on their quality, 
but we have to look at new and 
event better ways of deliver¬ 
ing them while raising money 
or cutting costs further, or 
both.” 

No decisions will be taken 
until residents have been 
given the opportunity to 
comment, Cllr Griffiths 
added, and any savings will 


be “considered carefully”. 

Responses and suggestions 
to the council’s ideas will be 
taken into account during the 
budget-setting process, which 
is set to take place in autumn. 

The final budget will be 
decided in February next 
year. 

All responses have to be 
received by the end of the day 
tomorrow. 

Cllr Griffiths said: “Please 
take the time to take part in 
this budget consultation, and 
help us to continue to keep 
our council tax down and to 
maintain the enviable servic¬ 
es and quality of life we enjoy 
here in St Edmundsbury.”

Opinion sought 
on revised plan 
for new homes 


OPINIONS have been sought 
by a housing provider on a 
potential plan for new homes. 

Town councillors were 
asked for their views by 
Havebury Housing Partner¬ 
ship on the option to build 
homes on Haverhill’s Lower 
Downs Slade. 

A previous application for 
the site was refused by mem¬ 
bers at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s Develop¬ 
ment Control Committee ear¬ 
lier this year, over parking 
concerns, the traffic impact 
on the town centre and road 
safety. 

The application was for 
eight affordable homes and 
four garages. 

This time around, Havebury 
is trying to gauge what the 
support would be for a similar 
application - but with no

parking element attached. 

The idea was discussed at 
Haverhill Town Council’s 
planning committee meeting 
last week. 

Colin Poole, town clerk, 
said: “The applicant wishes to 
know whether or not, in prin¬ 
ciple, if an application was 
brought forward that did not 
include parking because 
there is sufficient parking 
nearby, would the town coun¬ 
cil be minded to be happy 
with such a proposal?” 

Cllr Phillip French 
expressed concerns about 
how potential residents 
would pay for public car park¬ 
ing, while Cllr Roger Andre, 
town mayor, said there needs 
to be “some provision” for 
parking addressed in the 


application. 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Clive Turner said: “If they 
are planning to do this with¬ 
out necessarily putting vehi¬ 
cle access on the street and 
looking for alternative park¬ 
ing, then I don’t think we 
should have a problem with it 
at ah. 

“But it should be made very 
clear what the tenants or 
owners of the property would 
be expected to do when it 
comes to parking provision, 
such as where they are sup¬ 
posed to park and the securi¬ 
ty of their vehicles.” 

It is expected that a revised 
planning application, for 
eight homes, will be entered 
to the borough council soon. 

The site is near a short-stay 
public car park. It costs £1 for 
up to three hours.

LUCY (IS, 89 mins) 

DERRIERE-numbingly long films may be 
all the rage but at a lean 89 minutes, 

Lucy, the new action thriller from Luc 
Besson, is all the better for bucking this 
Hollywood trend. 

And with a kidnapping, killing sprees 
and questionable drugs thrown into the 
fray, there's certainly enough in that hour 
and a half to halt you from slipping out of 
the cinema. 

Lucy (Scarlett Johansson) is a carefree 
student living in Taiwan, who is tricked 
by her new boyfriend Richard into doing 
his dirty work and carrying a briefcase, 
jam-packed with potent new drugs, into a 
hotel for him. 

But there's no time for pleasantries here 
and before the concierge has greeted 
Lucy, Richard has been dispatched 
and Lucy is held hostage by the 
neighbourhood's merciless mob of local 
drug lords headed up by the unsparing 
Mr Jang (Choi Min-sik). 

Waking up, Lucy discovers that the 
mob has taken the liberty of surgically 
implanting thousand of pounds worth 
of a deadly blue drug, CPH4, which 
increases the user's brain capacity, into 
her stomach. 

And more than that, if the bright blue 
crystals leak, it will kill her. 

But leak it does and Lucy, who is sent 
across the world as a drug mule, soon 
finds her brain working on disturbing 
new levels, signposted in the film with 
frequent updates on the percentage of 
brain capacity she's using. 


As well as being hell-bent on exacting 
revenge on the mobsters, Lucy also busies 
herself by tracking down the eminent 
professor Samuel Norman (Morgan 
Freeman) in Paris who has spent decades 
researching the brain's potential. 

In a deft twist to Johansson's role 
as a human-like operating system in 
Spike Jonze's Her, Lucy sees the actress' 
voice take on a lifeless tone, shedding 
personality and lightness as her brain's 
potential expands. 


Much has been made of the film's 
neurological theory not stacking up, but 
scientific soundness isn't the mission here 
- entertainment is. 

And while there are some rather odd 
moments - the flashes to a prehistoric 
Lucy, the strained conversation Lucy 
has with her mum and the missed 
opportunity to kill Mr Jang while she 
can - Lucy is nevertheless a punchy film, 
which demands your attention every 
minute of the way.

GARDENERS who went on holiday confident that 
friends and family would water, deadhead and 
harvest their crops in their absence must be 
feeling pretty smug. 

But what about those of us who didn't have 
the luxury of a mate to water the garden while 
we were sunning ourselves elsewhere? What 
about those who just didn't find time to install an 
automatic irrigation system? 

Well, you now have to look at the mess that 
remains and consider what's worth saving and 
what isn't. 

Annual bedding plants in containers and baskets 
are unlikely to recover fully if 
the weather's been scorching 
and they've been left in the 
sun, so it might be a case of 
taking an executive decision, 
tipping them out and starting 
again. 

Plants such as lobelia and 
soft, fleshy plants including 
fuchsias and tomatoes are 
much less likely to survive than 
drought-tolerant plants such 
as pelargoniums. 

You may find a few bargains 
of late summer blooms in your local garden centre 
to brighten up the scene, but if you're on a budget 
it's probably better to invest in some spring bulbs 
for planting, or get a head start on autumn and 
winter planting designs. 

If you're not going to use your containers for 
winter displays, clean them out, wipe them down 
and put them away. Don't leave terracotta pots 
out for pests like slugs and snails to hide under. 

If you leave them out too long, they'll just crack 


when the frost comes too. 

Containers holding year-round-interest plants 
such as shrubs or evergreens may benefit from 
being submerged in a bucket of water to re¬ 
wet the compost, but it is difficult to tell if the 
compost is thoroughly soaked and it is important 
not to waterlog the plants. 

After re-wetting, robust architectural plants 
such as phormiums and box can be lifted out of 
their containers with their root system intact so 
you can see if the compost has been completely 
soaked through. 

Clematis in containers are more likely to survive 
a week without watering if they 
are in big pots and have other 
plants around them, says world- 
famous, award-winning clematis 
specialist Raymond Evison. 

"If a clematis is in a pot 2ft in 
diameter and 2ft deep it should 
survive well. Those in smaller 
containers, say 15in in diameter 
and 18in deep, will suffer some 
damage after a week of really 
hot weather with no water. 

Place other plant material 
around it in the pot, which will 
create a micro-climate so that the clematis has a 
cooler root system." 

After a week with no water, the clematis will 
look pretty sorry for itself and new growth is 
likely to have shrivelled up. Give it a good soak, 
trim it down to around 18in and give it a feed 
with tomato or rose food and it should come back 
and may even flower again in October. 

Border perennials and shrubs are much more 
likely to survive your absence, but if you have 


overgrown weeds on your return, pick them out 
to stop them shedding seeds which will cause you 
problems later. Deadhead all your border plants 
and give them a good water and they should 
recover. 

Continue to deadhead roses and cut back 
finished summer-flowering perennials, removing 
supports which propped up the plants which have 
stopped flowering. These can be cleaned with a 
mild detergent and put away until next year. 

If no-one has picked your crops, you are likely 
to come home to a large amount of stringy, 
tough runner beans which will need to be put on 
the compost heap, and the plants will probably 
have stopped flowering. Pick all the beans off 
the plants, give them a feed with a tomato feed 
and they may start producing again. Dig up other 
vegetable plants which have succumbed to the 
prolonged hot weather, clearing vacant rows and 
refilling them with autumn and winter crops as 


soon as you can. 

Some gardeners can become more relaxed 
about pest and disease control once they've had 
their two weeks holiday, but ignore them at your 
peril - you may be storing up problems that will 
remain dormant until next year. Cut off or prune 
out affected parts of diseased plants and burn 
or dispose of them so that overwintering spores 
won't survive. 

Pest control is also important. Be aware that 
many biological controls become less reliable 
when the temperature drops as the predatory 
insects which provide the control then multiply 
more slowly. Take off shoots on plants which are 
infested with greenfly or blackfly and dispose of 
them. 

If you've been one of the unlucky ones whose 
plants seem to have had it this summer, don't 
worry - you can steal a march on autumn and 
winter schemes which should keep the garden 
looking good later on in the season.

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Paper tax discs will be 
no more from October 1 


AS of October 1, the 
Driving Vehicle and 
Licensing Agency 
(DVLA) will stop 
issuing paper tax 
discs. HPI, provider of 
hpicheck.com, warns 
motorists to be aware 
of the changes and 
highlights the risk of a 
fine, as well as facing 
penalty charges 
against a vehicle they 
no longer own. 

Car owners still need 
to have vehicle tax to 
drive or keep a vehicle 
on the road, but now 
the DVLA is taking 
payments online, 
including Direct Debit 
payment options or 
motorists can visit 
their local Post Office 
branch. Instead of 
using paper tax discs 


to spot tax evaders, 
police cameras 
automatically check a 
car’s number plate. 

The new rules also put 
the onus on used car 
sellers to inform the 
DVLA, when they sell 
their vehicle, advises 
HPI. 

“The move away 
from paper tax discs 
will save motorists 
money on postage and 
offers more flexible 
payment options, not 
to mention making it 
harder for tax dodgers 
to drive untaxed,” 
explains hpicheck. 
corn’s senior consumer 
services manager, 
Shane Teskey. “For 
used car buyers, from 
October 1, the vehicle 
tax will no longer be 


transferred with the 
vehicle, so it’s 
important to ensure 
they get tax as soon as 
possible. 

“Importantly, under 
the new rules, used 
car sellers are 
responsible for 
notifying the DVLA and 
then they will receive a 
refund for any months 
left on the vehicle tax. 
Sellers who fail to 
inform the DVLA could 
be fined and they will 
still be liable for any 
speeding or parking 
fines and vehicle tax 
for a car they don’t 
even own any more. 

We remind sellers to 
always send the V5G 
to the DVLA, rather 
than relying on the 
buyer to do it.”
